it. for they manned many of the little ships 
whose supreme task was to keep the seas open 
to Allied convoys. The battle ranged over 
the seven seas. but it was in the Atlantic that 
the issue mainly was decided. It began with 
the torpedoing of the Ss.-Athenia nine hours 
after hostilities broke out, and did nor end 
until Germany surrendered
